It was recently my fortune (writes a

the execution of a voung Russian 
private of the infantry, who had been

The King’s Movements.— The King 
paid a brief visit to Windsor on Tuesday, 
travelling from town on a motor-car, and 
returning in the evening. A rumour has been 
spread in Portsmouth to the effect that the 
King's visit to Rear-Admiral his Serene 
Highness Prince Louis of Battenberg on board 
the armoured cruiser Drake next Monday 
would be postponed on account of the Grand 
Duke Sergius's death.

Tun Gaucho, as the native of the 
Pampas is called, may almost be said 
to be born in the saddle, At any 
rate, he can sit on a horse whilst yet 
in the creeping stage, just about the 
age when, young Britons begin to 
discover the proper use of their legs. 

In breaking in a wild horse the 
jirst thing is, of course, to catch your 
horse. Where a number of the wild 
ones have to be taken at once, various 
Gauchos, mounted on their fleetest ani- 
mals, start out to round in the tropilla as 
a crowd of horses are called. Even to 
et them to the neighbourhood of the 
corral or pen generally entails a great 
deal of fast riding, plenty of loud 
shouting, and a whole encyclopedia 
of strong language.

He is not perfect, of course, 
but he knows what is expectedfof him, 
and if kept to the work for a week may 
be “ridden even by a novice, He 
still willobject to enter the corral, and 
once inside it has to be caught by the 
lazo, but the noose once round his neck, 
he knows that to struggle further 
is useless, not to say painful. In 
training a horse to the use of the lazo 
the Gaucho begins by lassoing some 
of his tamest beasts, horses, or cattle. 
The great thing is to get the horse he 
rides to stand still when the lazo is 
thrown, and in such a position as will 
best enable him to withstand the shock. 
After a while the horse gets to know 


— 
what is going to happen as well as the 
rider, and immediately the lazo is 
thrown, he plants his four feet firmly 
on the ground, giving the body a tilt 
to the off, like an athlete in a tug 
ot war. 

| When a large tropilla of wild horses 

has been corralled the Gauchos often 

| indulge in a kind of sport of which only 
themselves of, perhaps, all the people 
in the world are capable, 

At the gate of the corral they erect a 
couple of tall posts with a cross-bar, 
just like the goal-posts in the Rugby 
game of football. Then they make 
bets freely, each man backing himself 
and each of the spectators backing his 
own particular fancy. The game is 

| to hang from the cross-beam and drop 

on to the back of one of the horses as 
he escapes from the corral. 

The terror of the horses is perhaps the 
most noticeable feature of this sport ; 
each seems as if he were assailed by a 
thousand demons and becomes a demon 
himself in his efforts to get rid of his 
burden. In this he generally succeeds 
in the end, the winning man being 
he who can hold on the longest. During 
tho South African war the Argentine 
horses were said to do but indifferently 
well, but this I can scarcely under- 


stand. In their own country they 
| possess wonderful endurance and will

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Sprouting Seed Potatoes. - 


JA oy. interesting leaflet has been lately 
issued by the Irish Board of Agriculture 
as to the experiments in sprouting pota- | 
toes for early markets which have been 
made, So successful were the experiments 
that it is being seriously considered | 
whether the same method might not be 
advantageously speted sa late or main 
crop varieties. e chief advantage of | 
sprouting is that a few weeks’ growth | 
is secured in the boxes before the seed is | 
planted. Consequently, if the two kinds, 
of seed are planted about the same time, | 
the crop from the sprouted seed is ready | 
for lifting several weeks before that of | 
the unsprouted . Again, it has been 
found that, on freshly-tilled land, the 
sprouted potatoes make such an extremely | 
rapid growth that the weeds for the whole | 
season are quickly smothered. Another | 
advantage gained by sprouting seed is 
that the first bud is preserved, and the 
plant is therefore more vigorous through. 
out the season; whereas with unboxed 
seed the first bud is tender, and usually

They 
may then be planted under. a greenhouse 
stage, in a cupboard, or similar place 
with an even temperature, to encourage 
the growth of the roots, and introduce 
to the strong light as the plant develops. 
Dry air is detrimental to the well-being 
of the plants, and they should be kept as 
much away from gas as possible. If it 
interests the grower to watch their daily 
progress, it is as well to have the bowl 
carried back to the moist temperatare of 
the greenhouse at night. 


The Apiary: Useful Hints, 


In the early spring the crocus and the 
various kinds of willow yield much pollen, 
which is eagerly gathered by bees, and 
mixed with honey and water, is used for 
feeding the larve, and that not required 
for immediate use is stored in the cells and 
sealed over with wax. The bee foraging 
in the flowers becomes powdered with pol- 
len, which it brushes from its body with 
its fore legs (these being furnished with 
brashes for this purpose), and collects and 
kneads if up into two little pellets, which 
are transferred to the hollows in the 
hind legs provided for its reeeption and 
— iaa As soon as the crocus and 
snowdrop are in flower the bees leave the 
hive in search of pollen whenever the 
weather is favourable. The time has then 
arrived for supplying artificial pollen, for 
as soon as supplies are brought into the 
hive, if. even iu small quantities, the 
queen is stimulated to breeding, when the 
workers will eagerly collect pea-flour or 
wheat-meal if natural pollen is not to be 
obtained in sufficient quantities. The meal 
or flour may be sprinkled upon the crocus 
flowers, and large quantities placed in 
shallow boxes, or skeps in a warm, sunny 
spot near the hives When bees are

observed seeking water in the early spring, 
it may be concluded that breeding has 
commenced in the hive, and so eager are 
the bees to collect water at this time that 
they often venture out to seek it in un- 
favourable weather, and, becoming chilled, 
are unable to regain the hive, To obviate 
this, it is good poliey to provide water in 
shallow. vessels near the apiary. A few 
pieces of wood or cork floating on the 
water will assist the bees in alighting 
ang 3 drowning.—Gardening Ius.
